1 11  tlie  late  1950s,  my  parents 
tools  a  journey  to  tke  Holy  Land  as 
all  goool  Baptist  preackers  must.

Finally,  in 
desperation,  our  coack  made  a  kig 
mis  take.  I  le  said,  "All  rigkt,  David,  get 
in  there  ana  1  want  you  to  kit  tkat  man 
wken  ke  comes  tkrougk. 

Now,  of  course,  to  anykody  widely  experienced  in  foothall 
"kit"  means  to  tackle.  But  for  someone  off  tke  streets  of 
Jerusalem,  tkat  comman  dl  las  a  numker  of  possikle 
connotations. 

I  (nfortunately,  tke  one  David  ckose  on  tke  first  play 
included  a  keadlock  followed  ky  a  numker  of  swift  rahhil 
punches  to  the  hack  of  tke  neck.    Neetlless  to  say,  tke  foolkall 
field  was  a  veritakle  carpet  of  yellow  as  flags  fluttered  to  the 
turf.    S  oon  David  was  in  tke  company  of  an  official  making 
kis  way  to  tke  kenck  wliere  llie  coack,  realizing  wkat  a  mistake 
ke  kad  made,  kegan  screaming,  "Paige,  get  up  kere  and 
explain  tkis!"   I  tkink  tkat  may  kave  keen  tke  time  wken  it 
first  dawned  on  me  tkat  pure,  unkridled  entk

really  was  not  enougli.   Aiivi'iie  jilaying  tke  game  also  iieedeil 
to  know  tke  rules  and  tke  proper  approackes. 

Wkile  I  would  not  want  to  kelong  to  a  communion  diat 
insisted  upon  a  particular  type  of  education  or  a  degree  in 
order  to  serve  tke  Lord  and  wkile  1  woidd  affirm  tlial  tke  only 
tilings  aksolutely  necessary  for  service  in  tke  Lord  s  Kingdom 
are  regeneration  and  a  genuine  ca  11  to  tl  le 
ministry,  I  do  helieve  with  all  of  mv  heart  that 
the  author  of  Ecclesiastes  was  right  when  he 
sau  1,  "If  tke  ax  is  du  11,  And  one  does  not 
skarpen  tke  edge,  Tken  ke  must  use  more 
strengtk;  But  wisdom  krings  success. 

Consequently,  it  is  my  conviction  tkat  a 
rigorous  course  of  learning  is  in  order  for 
anyone  wko  seeks  to  serve  God  to  tke  kest  of 
kis  ahility.    Uiidouktedly,  tke  love  t^f  Ckrist,  tke 
love  for  lost  people,  and  saturation  witk  tke 
Word  of  God  are  tke  most  important  aspects  of 
a  successfid  ministry. 

But  wken  tke  Apostle  Paul  kad  kis 
Damascus  Rciad  experience,  skortly  tkereafter, 
ke  made  kimself  scarce,  going  tkree  years  into 
tke  wilderness  of  Arak  ia  to  retkink  kis 
tkeology.    Despite  tke  fact  tkat  ke  most 
prokakly  kad  a  university  degree  from  Tarsus 
and  tke  eipiivalenl  of  a  Master  of  Divinity 
degree  from  tke  rakhinical  seminary  in 
Jerusalem  under  Gamaliel,  ke  fell  llie  neetl  for 
a  wilderness  experience.    Before  PaLil  imleasked 
kimself  on  tke  ckurckes,  ke  worked  for  tkree  years  to  he  sine 
that  all  of  the  kiklical  information  kad  keen  sorted  and  kurned 
into  kis  own  keart. 

Of  course,  some  sckools  kave  an  unusual  perspective 
regarding  preparing  tke  called.    Particularly  in  yesteryear  it 
was  not  uncommon  for  professors  in  our  seminaries  to  see 
tkemselves  more  as  firemen.    Lack  professor  kad  llie  |ok  to 
put  out  a  student  s  fire  hefore  it  kecame  wildfire.   Oil  ler 
professors  see  tkeir  jok  as  "ligkting  a  fire."   Wliile  I  am 
certainly  not  adverse  to  lliis,  tke  ligkting  of  llie  fire  is  really 
tke  prerogative  anil  finiclion  of  God  alone.    Consei|ueiilly,  tke 
appropriate  approack  to  preparing  people  for  llie  minislry  is 
tkat  of  stoking,  maintaining  and  ckanneling  tke  fire.

of  trustees  unanimously  voted  to  estaLlisli  tlie  Cliarles 
Page  Ckair  of  BiMical  Theology  during  tlie  spring 
meeting  April  14-15  on  tlie  seminary's  campus. 

In  addition  to  liis  years  of  leadership,  Page,  pastor  of  First 
Bapist  Ckurcli  of  Charlotte,  N.C,  has  spent  the  last  seven 
years  tattling  multiple  myeloma,  a  deadly  form  of  hone 
marrow  cancer. 

"I  am  just  so  very  grateful  for  this  opportune  moment  to  do 
this,"  Southeastern  President  Paige  Patterson  said  to  the  trustees. 
"We  don  t  have  a  more  faithfrd  friend  and  supporter  than  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Page.  He  has  heen  such  a  phenomenal  example  of  how  a 
heliever  ought  to  undergo  suffering,  and  has  literaOy  ]5revaded  over 
it." 

The  Pages  were  recognized  anil  ihe  chair  announced  at  a 
morning  service  on  Aprd  15  ui  Binhley  Chapel,  fhev  were  Nasihlv 
moved  at  the  outpouring  of  love  antl  encoiu-agement  they  received 


at  the  dedication  service,  where  thev  also  were  given  the  President  s 
Award  for  outstanding  service  and  support  of  Southeastern. 

"Every  time  I  step  on  this  campus,  I  am  thrilled  all  over  again," 
Page  told  the  assemhled  crowc  1.  "This  has  h  ecome  one  of  the 
world's  greatest  seminaries,  without  question. 

The  hoard  c^f  trustees  also  approved  the  Dt>rothy  Kelley 
Patterson  Chair  of  ^imen's  Studies  and  three  endowment 
accounts  to  help  students:  the  Barhara  and  Cula  Griggs  Aid 
Fund,  the  Southeastern  Baptist  Seminary  Women  s  Auxdiary  Aid 
Fund  and  the  George  and  Ann  Harvey  Aid  Fund.

accreditation  koards. 
Patterson  reported  tlial 
as  of  tke  spring 
seme  ster,  tke  Pk.D.

moved  off  of  preliiuinarv 
status. 

Patterson  also  reported  tkat 
boutkeastern  is  kalf^ay  tt)ward  tke 
$16.5  million  first-year  goal  of  tke 
overall  $50  million  Sckolarskip  on 
Fire!  Campaign.  He  said  tkat  tke 
trustees  and  faculty  are  100  percent 
committed  to  tke  project.  He  added 
tkat  despite  tke  recent  econt)niic 
conditions,  tke  early  portion  of  tke 
campaign  will  ke  completed  ky 
Decemker.  Once  tkat  part  ofll  le 
campaign  is  completed,  groimd  can  ke 
kroken  for  tke  new  student  center.

Defending  the 

Attributes  of  the 
Bible

Tke  Bitle,  more  tkan  am'  otker  Loo  k,  lias  stood  tke  test  of 
time.  Tkrougk  tke  centuries  it  kas  faced  tke  scrutiny  of  a  wide 
array  of  seekers,  skeptics  and  opponents.  As  Carl  Henry 
remarks,  "Tke  Bikle  kas  kumkled  more  kigker  critics  tkan  tkey 
idmit.  ^  Nevertkeless,  man\'  continue  to  im'estigate  its  \'ali  ditA' 
and  claims.  In  tke  pre\ious  century,  some  confessed  loyalt)'  to 
tke  Scriptures  and  vet  denied  some  fundamental  keliefs 
concerning  the  nature  of  tke  \rord  of  God.  As  kel  ie\'ers  we  are 
not  onl\'  called  to  ohev  tke  Bikle  kut  also  to  offer  a  defense  of 
its  attrikutes. 

In  recent  sckolarskip,  some  kave  skifted  tke  focus  from  tke 
autkoritv  of  tke  L^cripture  to  the  process  or  transmission  of  tke 
New  Testament  text.  It  is  claimed  tkat  tke  Ortkodo.x  ukurck 
kas  keen  guilty  of  corrupting  tke  Scriptures.  Muck  of  tkis 
accusation  is  kased  on  ^'Talter  Bauer  s  OrthoJoxii  anJ  Heresy  in 
Earliest  Christianity  in  wkick  ke  claims  tkat  tke  Ortkodox 
Ckurck  was  simply  tke  \'ictor  in  a  movement  of  equally 
competing  forces.  Applying  tkis  tkeory  to  textual  criticism,  it  is 
argued  tkat  "tke  \'ictors  not  only  wodte  tke  kistorv,  tkev  also 
reproduce  tke  texts. Hence,  it  is  deduced  tkat  tke  existing 
manuscripts  are  corrupted  ky  tke  kias  of  tke  winning  part}',  tke 
Ortkodox  Ckurck.  Tkis  kas  a  profound  significance  for  tke 
study  of  tke  New  Testament  and  needs  adequate  attention. 

In  approac  king  tk  IS  su  kject,  tke  manuscripts  in  question  v^ill 
ka\'e  to  ke  examined  in  deptk.  How  significant  are  tke  alleged 
manuscripts?  \^'^kere  did  tkey  originate?  \fere  tkey  in  any 
position  to  impact  tke  doctrinal  dekates  as  claimed  akove? 
Furtkermore,  patristic  e\ddence  xkdll  ke  of  paramount

importance  in  tkis 
study.  Is  tkere  any 
e^ddence  of  patristic 
support  for  suck 
tampering  of  tke  text 
of  tke  New  Testament? 
Did  tke  fatkers 
encourage  or  prokikit 
suck  alterations.''  A 
detailed  analysis  is 
necessary  to 
understand  tke  role  of 
tke  Ortkodox  Lkurck 
in  tke  transmission  of 
tke  Scriptures. 

One  skould  not 
Ignore  tke  fact  tkat 
tke  discussion  is  over 
tke  tk  ousan  dtk  part  of 
tke  entire  text.  Even  if 
tke  text  in  question 
were  somekow  lost,  it  would  still  not  affect  tke  critical 
doctrines  of  tke  Bikle.  Nevertheless,  it  is  imperative  that  those 
who  helieve  in  inerrancy  shouU  consiJcr  it  an  important  task  to 
establish  the  exact  u  orjinq  of  the  oriqinal  text.  Even  tkougk  we  do 
not  kave  tke  autograpkic  codex  (pkysical  document),  we  still 
kave  tke  autograpkic  text  (words)  in  tke  existing  manuscripts 
and  retrieving  tkis  te.xt  is  tke  purpose  of  textual  criticism,  if 
tkere  is  no  original  text  to  ke  retrieved,  tken  it  is  difficult  to 
justif\'  tke  place  for  te.xtual  criticism.

jp^'Cliurck  order  and  tlic  ceremonials  ot  religion  are  less 
important  tkan  a  new  lieart;  ami  in  the  view  or  some,  any 
latorious  investigation  ol  questions  respecting  tkem  may  appear 
to  he  needless  and  unpin  filaWe.   But  we  know,  from  tke  Holv 
Scriptures,  tkat  Clirist  icaxe  commands  on  tkese  sulijecLs,  and 
we  cannot  refuse  to  okev.  Love  prompts  our  okedience;  and  love 
jiiompls  also  llie  searck  wkick  may  ke  necessary  to  ascertain  kis 
will."' 

Nineteeiitk  centurv  Soulkern  Baptist  Tkeol  ogian,  Jokn 
Leadley  Dagg,  spoke  carefully  akout  one's  motives  in  and  for 
tke  study  of  tke  doctrine  of  tke  ckurck.   Living  during  an 
intense  time  of  ecclesiologica  1  dekate,  discussion,  and  division, 
Dagg  recognized  tkat  an  investigation  into  tkese  matters  must 
ke  put  in  its  proper  place  in  tke  pecking  order  of  gospel 
essentials.   Dagg  continued  to  explain,  kowever,  tkat  tkis  does 
not  dismiss  believers  (or  Pk.D.  students  for  tkat  matter)  f  rom 
tke  responsikility  of  wrestling  witk  Scripture  as  it  relates  to  tke 
local  assemklv. 

One  must  lakor  il  ke  is  to  sift  out  tke  klack  and  wkite  of  a 
doctrine  tkat  most  Ckristians  consider  to  he  predominantly 
gray,  if  ecclesiological  differences  are  not  wortk  discussing, 
investigating,  and  ckallenging,  tken  tkey  are  not  wortk  kolding. 
As  Dagg  rigktly  notes,  it  is  tke  Lord  Jesus  wko  spoke  of 
ecclesiological  distinctions,  and  it  is  tke  Lord  Jesus  kelievers 
must  okey.    For  too  long  modern  sckolarskip  kas  passed  ky  tkis 
acreage  of  kiklical  directives  at  tke  expense  of  local  ckurck 
kealtli.  Wkat  exists,  tken,  is  a  resounding  call  for  tke  aspiring 
sckolar  to  take  up  residence  in  tke  overgrown  fields  tkat  are  tke 
doctrine  o  f  tke  ckurck.  Anyone  so  motivated  in  tkis  endeavor 
would  do  well  to  kegin  tkeir  lakors  kv  sukscriliing  to  Jokn 
Leadley  Dagg's  primary  impetus  for  ecclesiological  pursuits: 
simple  love  for  Ckrist.

The  African  Church 

in  Light  of 
Romans  1 2:2

In  kis  article  in  Evanciclical  Missions  Oiiartcrlii,  titled  "Wky 
Af  rica's  Transformation  Waits,'  Daniel  Lountain,  a  missionary 
in  Suk-Sakara  Africa,  worries  tkat  wkile  tkere  is  "...kiglily 
successful  evangelism  and  ckurck  planting  across  muck  of 
Africa,  "  transformation,  dcies  not  always  follow.^    In  otker 
words,  most  kelievers  do  not  demonstrate  "spiritual  vitality  and 
continue  to  approack  tilings  from  tke  old  min  dset.   Tl  le 
question  is  w  ky  kel  ievers  fall  kack  in  tke  process  of  spiritual 
transfcirmation. 

Tkis  condition  can  ke  klamed  on  lack  of  teacking.    But  as 
Lountain  contends,  tke  proklem  is  muck  deeper  tkan  lack  of 
information."^   Wirldvlew  produces  conformity  instead  of 
transformation.   Witkout  a  transformed  worldview  new  teacking 
is  of  little  significance.    Paul  addresses  tke  process  in  Romans 

12. 

Tke  expression  "tkis  age  "  in  Romans  12:2  refers,  among 
otkers,  to  tkose  wko  strive  after  wisdom  of  tke  wor  Id.^  Tke 
Scriptures  warn  tkat  tke  "wisdom  of  tkis  age    is  "full  of  error 
and  is  "kostile  to  tke  gospel.  "  (I  Cor.  2:6).   Fi-eeing  one's 
tkougkts  (rom  tke  rule  of  tkis  age  lirings  akout  a  necessary  step 
toward  true  spiritual  and  genuine  transformation. 

Tke  genitive  voos  in  Romans  12:2  rendered  "mind  "  descrikes 
wkere  tke  process  must  take  place.   Transformation  "...comes 
akout  wken  tke  Ckristian  kas  kis  natural  vous  penetrate  d  ky  tke 
bpirit.       Wkere  tke  worldview  is  largely  made  up  of  religious 
presuppositions,  as  is  tke  case  in  most  of  Af  nca,  tke  need  to 
empkasize  tkis  renewal  of  tke  mind  is  urgent.    Every  tkougkt 
must  indeed  ke  taken  captive  to  okey  Ckrist  (2  Cor  10:5). 
Tkere  is  no  otker  alternative  and  to  do  otkerwise  is  to  risk 
conformity  to  tke  world. 

Wken  tkis  fact  is  overlooked,  tke  outcome  is  damaging  to 
tke  kel  iever.    In  tke  words  of  one  African  sckolar,  tke  Bikle  and 
African  culture  are  expected  to  kelp  eack  otker  ky  "...pruning 
all  tkat  kas  kecome  olistdete,  "  in  eack.'-'  Tkis  suggestion  is 
inconsistent  wi  tk  kikl  ical  teacking  on  tke  process  of  spiritual 
transformation.   The  W">rd,  rokked  of  its  divine  autkority,  is 
notking  kut  kuman  opinion  and  cannot  effect  a  lasting 
spiritual  transformation.   No  one  is  at  likerty  to  prune  tke 
Word  even  if  it  is  not  compatikle  witk  tke  assumptions  of  a 
given  worldview.

Tlie  LattlefielJs  of  Iraq  liave  Lecome  more  of  a  mission  field 
tkan  Capt.  Eddie  Cook,  ckaplain  and  master-rated 
parackutist  in  tke  3^^  Battalion  of  tke  325^^  Airkorne 
Infantry  Regiment  o  f  tke  82""^  Airk  orne  Division,  ever  imagined. 
Opportunities  to  skare  God's  grace  kave  uplifted  even  tkis  f  irm 
keliever  and  kelped  kim  kring  many  fellow  soldiers  to  Ckrist. 

Wken  80-mpk  winds  tkreatened  to  topple  kis  kattal  ion  one  day, 
kis  fellow  soldiers  skouted  out  to  kim  to  pray  for  tkem.  Standing  in 
tke  middle  of  tke  kesieged  tent,  Cook  prayed  silently  for  tke 
sandstorm  to  stop.  Wken  tke  kowling  winds  died  akruptly,  ke  was 
not  surprised  at  wkat  God  wdl  do  if  you  ask. 

He  suddenly  realized  tkat  tkougk  kis  previous  silent  prayers  kad 
keen  answere  d,  God  was  waiting  for  kim  to  speak  up. 

"I  praised  God  for  it,  Lut  I  felt  kim  ask  me  wky  I  did  not  profess 


my  prayer  aloud  so  tkat  otkers  could  see  Him  work,"  said  Cook,  a 
2002  graduate  of  Soutkeastern.  "I  rememkered  Ckrist  and  kis 
rekuking  of  tke  storm  and  felt  tkat  was  of  'Biklical  proportion'  and 
I  was  skeptical  to  do  tkat  kefore  all. 

"But  we  must  not  question  our  faitk.  Wk  en  we  are  distressed  in 
tke  desert,  God  answers  (kotk  pkysically  and  spiritually).  God 
instilled  in  me  tkat  we  are  in  exceptional  times  and  He  will  work  in 
exceptional  ways." 

God  gave  Cook  anotker  ckance. 

"We  kad  left  tke  desert  and  were  kack  at  our  kase  camp  in  tents," 
ke  recounted.  "Anotker  kig  windstorm  kit  us  and  our  50-man  tents 
(100  feet  ky  40  feet)  were  akout  to  klow  away,        kad  keen 
awakened  in  tke  nigkt  ky  metal  poles  snapping  into  and  tkrasking 
akout  around  our  keads. 


Ligkts  were  crasking  around  us  and  tke 
nine  15-foot  poles  were  wokkkng  in  tke 
middle  of  tke  centerline  of  our  tent.  A 
man  got  on  eack  pole  to  kold  down  tke 
tent  and  someone  yelled,  'Ckaplain,  pray 
for  us!' 

"I  kad  a  flaskkack  to  tke  desert  and 
wkat  God  kad  told  me  tken.  I  placed  my 
faitk  in  Him  and  left  my  pole,  stood  in 
tke  middle  of  tke  tent  and  called  upon 
tke  name  of  Jesus  to  calm  tke  winds. 
Tkere  was  a  krief  cessation  of  tke  wind 
and  my  spirit  leapt  for  joy. 

"Tken  I  wondered  if  tke  storm  kad 
completely  ceased.  Tke  men  looked  at  me 
in  amazement,  and  I  as  well.  Tkat  was 
tke  last  of  tke  tremendous  gusts  tkat  were 
knocking  even  kuge  soldiers  to  tke  floor. 
He  made  His  name  real  to  all  tkose  wko 
witnessed  tkis." 

As  tke  komks  and  missile  s  lit  up  tke 
skies  in  Iraq,  Cook  dealt  witk  kreaking 
down  karriers  to  tke  sprea  d  of  tke 
Gospel.  Cook,  wko  was  an  infantry 
officer  kefore  God  called  kim  into  tke 
ckaplaincy,  said  tke  ckannels  to  spread 


tke  Gospel  are  wide  open,  kut  tkere  were 
times  wken  tkey  were  tkreatened.  Still, 
kefore  kis  battalion  keaded  into  Iraq  from 
Kuwait,  ke  kaptized  troops  in  tke  icy 
waters  of  tke  Persian  Gulf. 

"God  used  tkis  as  a  time  to  grow  me 


wken  I  tkougkt  our  opportunity  for 
ministry  was  going  to  ke  tkwarted  as 
military  policy  does  not  support 
fundamentalist  evangelism,  "  Cook  said.

Adjunct  Professor  Spends

Wliile  working  toward  a  doctorate  in 
tlieology  at  Soutkeastern,  Chy 
Carrigan  Kail  no  idea  liis  studies  would 
lead  Kim  to  a  street  corner  in  Times 
Square,  witnessing  to  anyone  wKo 
would  stop  and  listen. 

He  Knows  now  tKat  stuilving  Kere 
prepared  Kim  to  do  anytKing, 
anywKere. 

"Tlie  Kind  of  preparation  I  got  at 
SoutKeastern,  in  tKe  M.Div.  program 
and  tKen  tKe  PK.D.  program,  gave  me 
a  Kead  start  to  Ke  a  quicK  study  in 
tlieology  and  pKilosopKv,  Carrigan 
said.  "You  never  Know  wKat  Kind  of 
doors  God  will  open  for  you.' 

Carrigan  is  an  adjunct  professor  of 


missions  at  IroutKeastern,  Kut 
Kis  fadl-time  "ilav  joK  is 
National  M  issionarv  tor 
Interfaitli  Evangelism  witK  tKe 
NortK  /Vmerican  Mission 
Board.  It  is  Kis  responsiKility 
to  train  and  equip  SoutK  ern 
Baptists  to  reacK  tKe  tens  of 
millions  of  Americans  and 
Canadians  wKo  claim 
allegiance  to  a  faitK  oilier  tKan 
traditiemal  Protestant 
Cliristianity. 

Carrigan  credits  tKe  firm 
foundation  of  tlieological  and 
pKilosopKical  tKinKing  sKills  — 
learned  at  SoutKeastern  from 
tKe  KKes  of  Paige  Patter  son, 
KeitK  Eitel,  Russ  BusK, 
Gerald  Cowen,  l^avid  Lanier 
and  otKers  —  witK  giving  Kim 
iKe  aKilitv  to  Ke  a  "moving 
iKinKer   wKen  it  comes  to 
meeting  tKe  cKall  enge  of  witnessing  to 
tKose  of  anotker  faitk.

I  le  said  Carrigan  was  one  of 
iKe  most  fiui  students  ke  kas  ever  liad, 
in  addition  to  Keing  exceptionally 
gifted. 

"CKy  is  unique  Kecause  Ke  Kas  sucK 
a  grasp  of  cKurcKmansliip,  missions, 
scliolai^sKip,  cults  and  tlieology 
togetlier,    Patterson  said. 

Carrigan's  joK  Kas  also  lielped  Kim 
mature  as  a  professor,  as  Ke  Kas 
developed  Kis  solid  tlieology  in  tKe 
context  of  cKallenges  to  Cliristianity 
posed  Ky  otKer  religions.

Tke  purpose  of 
preparing  a  young  man  or  woman  for  tke 
calkngs  of  God  kas  to  do  witk  getting  all  tke 
fire  tkat  God  kas  given,  stoketi  to  a  wkite-kot 


keat,  maintained  witk  a  sufficient  flow  of  luel 
consisting  of  a  tkorougk  knowledge  of  Old 
Testament  Hekrew,  New  Testament  Greek, 
Tkeology,  Ckurck  History  anc  1  Etkics,  and 
ckanneled  sct  tkat  tke  fire  is  kurtful  to  no  one 
kut  kelpkd  to  everyone. 

Tkis  year  as  we  kave  commissioned  overseas 
and  Nortk  American  ckurck  planters,  I  kave 
keen  amazed  once  again  at  tke  quality  of  young 
people  coming  to  tke  institution.  Tkere  are 
more  tkan  35  of  our  students  emliarking  on 
overseas  ckurck  planting  endeavors  literally 
scattered  all  around  tke  world.

As  tkese  young  men  and  women  emkark  on 
tke  kiture,  I  assure  you  tkat  tke  professors  at 
tkis  sckool  kave  not  keen  firemen.  Tkey  kave 
stoked  tke  flame.    I  key  kave  maintaineil  tke 
fire.  Now,  tkey  kave  ckanneled  it  in  suck  a  way 
tkat  it  will  result  in  people  finding  Ckrist  and 
keing  assemkled  into  ckurckes  across  tke  eartk.

Wkile  significant  transformation  waits  in 
Af  rica,  tkere  is  kope  for  a  ckange.  Ckange 
will  come  as  more  and  more  servants  of 
Ckrist  lead  people  to  kim,  teacking  tkem  to 
okserve  "aO  '  (not  just  some  tkings)  tkat 
ckrist  commanded.  Tkis  is  a  tkougkt  tkat 
kept  running  in  my  mind  last  fall  wken  I 
taugkt  in  a  Baptist  seminary  in  my  kome 


country,  Cameroon.  As  I  taugkt  tkose  future 
ministers  o  f  tke  Word,  1  was  tkankful  for  at 
least  tkree  tkings:  tkat  tke  Ckurck  in  Africa 
is  part  of  tke  reason  wky  God  called  SEBTS 
into  existence;  tkat  SEBTS'  stance  on  tke 
Word  is  kope  for  tke  world  including  Af  nca;

'Also,  I  1  laye  noticed  tkaL  many 
of  my  students  and  fellow  preackers  needed

Riglit  now,  tlie  western  edge  of  Soutlieastern's  campus  features  a 
gravel  parking  lot,  a  clearetl-away  field,  an  old  trown  liouse  and  a 
couple  of  duplexes. 

In  just  a  few  years,  tliough  —  Ky  tlie  grace  of  God  —  it  will  lie 
fmme  to  a  new  Campus  Center,  tke  liuli  of  student  activity  at 
Soutkeastern;  a  state-of-tke-art  classroom  kuilding  for  college  and 
seminary  students  and  faculty;  modern  kousing  for  dozens  of 
seminary  families;  and  tke  centerpiece  of  tke  new  "^X'estern  Quad, 
a  75,000  square  foot  tkeological  likrary  tkat  President  Paige 
Patterson  kopes  will  surpass  all  otkers  in  its  integration  of  modern 
researck  tecknology  and  old-faskioned  kooks  on  skelves. 

All  of  tkat,  and  muck  more,  is  part  of  Soutk  eastern's  Master 
Plan,  a  1  ong-range  planning  document  tkat  includes  tke 
administration  s  vision  of  a  growing,  xakrant  seminary  tkat  is 
equipped  in  every  way  —  pkysically,  academically  and  spiritually  —  to 
prepare  tke  next  generation  of  God-called  men  and  women  to  reack 
tke  world  f  or  Ck  nst. 

"It's  okvious  tkat  you  can  t  really  prepare  a  generation  of  students 
unless  you  kave  tke  facilities  to  do  it,    Patterson  said. 

Patterson  spent  some  of  tke  first  10  years  of  kis  tenure  kere 
improving  tke  kousing  situation,  making  sure  student  families  kave 
clean  and  affordakle  places  to  live.  Now  kis  attention  is  turned  to 
tke  western  edge  of  Soutkeastern's  campus  and  tke  vast 
opportunities  for  growtk  and  expansion  tkat  area  provides. 

"You  can  t  just  kouse  tkem;  you've  got  to  kave  facilities  in  wkick 
to  enakle  tke  called  to  impact  tke  world,'  Patterson  said. 

Tkus  tke  purpose  of  Sckolarskip  on  Fire!,  a  $50  million 
investment  campaign  tkat  God  led  Soutkeastern  s  Boarc  1  of  Tr  ustees 
to  approve  last  year.

It  not  only  inclutles  funding  for  many 
of  tke  new  Western  Quad  facil  ities,  liut 
also  includes  funding  for  tlie  semmarv  s 
endowment  tkat  will  increase  faculty 
salaries  and  student  scliolarsKips. 

Plans  are  also  in  tlie  works  for  a  Fine 
Ai-ts  Build  ing,  to  ke  kuilt  as  an  addition 
onto  Binkley  Ckapel,  wkick  will  kouse 
boutkeastern  s  music  and  otker  fine 
arts  programs. 

Students,  staff,  and  fa  culty  agree  tkat 
growtk  is  a  sign  of  positive  tilings  to 
come  from  tke  seminary. 

"Expansion  indicates  tkat  good  tkings 
are  kappening.   Expansion  is  also  a 
reflection  of  an  institution  s  vitality, 
said  Keitk  Harper,  associate  professor  of 
cliurck  kistor,  and  co-autkor  of  Then 
and  Now,  a  kistory  of  ^^ovltkeastern. 

Former  Student  Body  President  Evan 
Lenow  kelieves  tkat  tke  planned 
expansion  will  kenefit  tke  future  of 
boutkeastern  in  ways  tkat  tke  students 
cannot  measure. 

"I  kelieve  tkat  tke  campus  expansicin 
is  evidence  of  our  growing  reputation  in 
evangelical  and  academic  circles, 
Lenow  said.   "Tke  campus  expansion 
will  ke  keneficial  kecause  it  will  improve 
tke  facilities  for  learning  and  growtk  at 
Soutkeastern.  As  it  stands,  tke  rate  of 
our  emxillment  growtk  kas  put  stress  on 
tke  size  of  our  campus.   Tke  expansion 
will  allow  us  to  accommodate  more 
students  and  train  moi^e  workers  to 
spread  tke  Gospel. 

Tke  campus  development  will  not 
kappen  overnigkt.  In  fact,  it  will  ke  8- 
10  years  kefore  tl  le  entire  plan  is 
realized.  Tke  first  step  is  tke  Campus 
Center,  tke  construction  of  wkick 
skould  kegin  in  a  few  mon  tks.  It  will  be 
a  center  in  more  tkan  name,  according 
to  Dean  of  Students  Allan  Moseley. 

"Tke  now  Campus  Center  wdl  provide 
space  for  our  students  tkat  is  attractive, 
and  it  will  also  provide  opportunities  for 
interaction  ketween  students  and 
facuky,"  Mosel  ey  said. 

Wkile  k  avmg  roughly  the  same 
footprint  as  tke  existing  Ledford  Center, 
tke  new  kuilding  will  kave  akout  20,000 
more  square  feet  of  usakle  space  tkan 


tke  current  kuilding.  Muck  of  tkat  space 
will  ke  devoted  to  classrooms,  student 
affairs  offices  and  a  muck  needed 
kanquet  facility. 

"We  desperately  need  kanquet  space, 
and  tke  new  campus  center  will  provide 
tkis  f  or  us,  '  Mosel  ey  said.  "Tkat  facility 
will  kring  tke  doukle  kene  fit  of 
providing  more  food  service  space  for 
everyday  use. 

Computer  laks,  a  campus  welcome 
desk,  and  a  gourmet  coffee  kar  — 
perfect  for  tkose  riveting  tkeological 
discussions  —  round  out  tke  Campus 
Center's  kenefits,  not  to  mention  an 
expanded  kookstore  tkat  Moseley  kopes 
will  kenefit  more  tkan  just  students. 

Continuing  tke  seminary  s  legacy  of 
providing  a  direct  service  to  local 
boutkern  Baptist  ckurckes,  Moseley 
sees  tke  new  kookstore  as  keing  a  source 
of  "significant  and  sukstantive  Biklical 
resources  for  pastors  and  ckurckes  in 
tke  area. 

Al  so  part  of  tke  ^  .ampus  Lenter 
project  will  ke  tke  renovation  of  tke 
Ledford  Center  into  a  first-class  fitness 
and  wellness  facility  for  students.  A 
wei  gkt  room  and  space  for 
cardiovascular  equipment  will  ke  moved 
to  tke  main  floor,  and  a  new  Healtk 
Center  —  witk  a  doctor  and  possiklv  a 
dentist  —  will  ke  availakle  for  student 
use. 

"Tke  new  campus  center  will  impact 
my  experience  as  a  student  in  several 
ways,    Lenow  said.  "First,  it  will  provide 
a  central  location  for  students  to  gatker 
for  fell  owskip,  studying,  and  eating. 
Tke  current  student  center  is  limited  in 
size  and  facilities  to  accommodate  all 
tke  tkings  students  would  like  to  do  m 
groups.  Also,  our  student  groups  will 
kave  more  locations  from  wkick  to 
ckoose  wken  tkev  want  to  kost  an  event. 
Tke  dining  area  will  also  ke  larger  and 
will  ke  akle  to  accommodate  more 
students  at  one  time. 

Tkel  ikrary  wi  11  ke  tke  most 
dominant  feature  of  tke  new  Western 
Quad.  It  will  complete  wkat 
Ad  ministrative  Vice  President  Ryan 
Hutckinson  calls  tke  "central  axis  of

Patterson's  vision  is  for  tke  likrary  to 
ke  a  repository  of  kooks  on  paper,  as 
well  as  a  leader  in  providing 
tecknological  researck  capakilities  to 
Soutkeastern  students  and  faculty. 

Madden  said  tke  mission  of  tke 
likrary  will  not  ckange,  kut  tke  way  it 
fulfills  tkat  mission  is  constantly  keing 
reevaluated .

Madden  said.  "Traditiona  lly  tkat 
information  was  provided  on  material 
ma  def  rom  reconstituted  trees  and  it 
was  koused  in  one  particular  place  and 
to  access  tkat  information.

From  a  professor's  perspective,  tke 
new  likrary  and  tke  renovation  of 
Dennv  Likrarv  will  ke  invaluakle. 

"I  wisk  we  could  kreak  ground 
tomorrow,  "  Harper  said. 

Flarper  said  ke  kelieves  tkat  tke 
ckapei,  likrary,  and  classrooms  play  an 
integral  part  in  tke  learning  process  of  a 
seminarian.  And  as  far  as  tke  likrary. 
Harper  kelieves,  "Tkere  is  muck  more 
going  on  in  tkere  keside  people 
ckecking  out  kooks.   Tke  likrary 
kecomes  a  place  of  exckanging  ideas.  " 

A  larger  likrary  would  accommodate 
tke  students  engagement  in  tkeological 
dialogue  and  discussion  of  classroom 
lectures,  ke  added. 

"Tke  likrary  is  a  vital  component  to 
an  institution  of  kigker  learning," 
Harper  commented. 

All  of  tl  lis  growtk  cannot  kappen 
witkout  godly  men  and  women  skaring 
of  tke  klessings  God  kas  provided  for 


tkem,  Patterson  said. 

Patterscsn  commented  tkat  ke  is 
"incredikly  grateful    for  tke  millions  of 
Soutkern  Baptists  wko  give  faitkfullv  to 
tke  Cooperative  Program,  saving  eack 
Soutkeastern  student  tkousands  of 
dollars  every  year  in  tuition  costs.  But 
tke  Cooperative  Program  only  provides 
akout  40%  of  tke  sckool  s  operating 
kudget  eack  year,  if  Soutkeastern  kad 
to  rely  on  tkat  money  for  expansion, 
tkere  would  ke  no  expansion. 

Tkat  expansion,  particularly 
expansion  of  infrastructure,  is  necessary 
to  provide  for  tke  growtk  God  kas  given 
Soutkeastern. 

"^u  do  kave  to  kave  fac  ilities  for 
people,  or  else  tkey  wiU  not  continue  to 
ckoose  to  come  tci  sckool  kere,  " 
Patterson  said. 

Tkat'  s  w  ky  Patter  son  is  so  tkankf  ul 
for  donors  wko  see  tke  potential  of 
students  kere  and  invest  in  tkat 
potential.  Tke  lacumin  and  Goldston 
families  are  just  two  examples  of  tkose 
wko  in  recent  years  felt  led  ky  God  to 
give  so  tkat  Soutkeastern  cou  Id  afford 
to  expand  and  continue  to  prepare  tke 
called. 

Patter  son  said  Soutkeastern  is  a 
tremendous  "investment  opportunitv.  " 

"It's  really  a  great  privilege  to  invest 
in  tke  lives  of  young  men  and  women 
wko  are  going  out  to  do  tke  Lord's 
work,"  ke  said. 

Hutck  inson  said  tke  bckolarskip  on 
Fire!  campaign  is  well  underway,  and  it 
will  not  ke  slowed  ky  external  factors 
suck  as  tke  war  in  Iraq  or  a  slowdown 
in  tke  American  economy.

Born  on  a  Virginia  Naval  kase  and 
raised  in  a  smaO  Nortk  Florida  town, 
Prescott  kelieved  in  tke  Lord  ]e  sus 
Ckrist  at  tke  age  of  18  after  attending  a 
witness  training  class  at  kis  ckurck. 

After  graduating  from  kigk  sckool,  ke 
worked  at  a  grocery  store.    Starting  off 
as  a  kagger,  ke  worked  kis  way  to  tke 
top,  and  ky  tke  time  ke  was  25  kad 
kecome  an  executive  in  tke  company. 

It  was  during  tkis  time  of  kis  life  tkat 
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lie  felt  called  io  teacli  at  a  Cliristian 
college. 

Prescott  entered  tlie  Bad  lelor  of  Ai-ts 
program  at  tke  University  of  Florida. 
After  graduating  magna  cum  laude,  Ke 
earned  liis  Master  of  Arts  f  rom  Liliertv 
University. 

Prescott  earned  Kis  Doctor  of 
Jurisprudence  degree  from  tlie 
University  of  Florida  College  of  Law, 
an  d  Iris  Master  of  Arts  in  kistory, 
majoring  in  American  Kistory  and 
earning  a  minor  in  Britisk  kistory  from 
tke  Universit)'  of  Florida  Graduate 
Sckool. 

During  tkis  time,  ke  worked  for  two 
different  law  firms  and  for  a  Ckief 
Judge  of  tke  Ignited  States  District

"I  kave  keen  given  tke  approval  to  pray  in  Jesus  name  in  all  forums  witkout 
qualification,  wketker  in  a  Ckristian  service  or  in  a  pluralistic  group.  I  am  afforded 
witk  unfettered  freedom  to  spread  tke  Gospel,  and  it  is  even  encouraged. 

"Tkese  are  trying  times  antl  tke  men  need  Jesus.  Even  tke  ones  tkat  are  not  ready  to 
accept  Him  know  tkat  tkey  need  Him.  I  kave  keen  personally  tkanked  ky  tke  majority 
of  tke  colonels  kere  for  my  evangelical  fervor  and  commitment  to  spread  tke  Gospel. 
God  took  care  of  tke  antagonists.  God  kas  promise  d  tkat,  'His  Word  will  not  return  to 
Him  void,  it  will  accomplish  tkat  wkick  it  was  sent. 

Spc.  Nick  Valaitis,  a  memker  of  Cook's  kattalion,  told  Tke  Fayettevi  lie  Ol  jserver 
newspaper,  "In  tke  time  we're  in,  it's  definitely  tke  reassurance  I  need.  It  takes  a  lot  off 
you  to  know  tkat  God'  s  on  your  side. 

Cook  and  kis  wife,  Jennifer,  are  kased  out  of  Fort  Bragg,  near  Fayetteville,  N.C. 
Tkey're  active  in  tke  First  Assemkly  of  God  ckurck  in  Raleigk,  wkick  provided  support 
for  Jennifer  as  ske  awaited  tke  kirtk  of  tke  couple's  first  ck  ild,  Edward  Jonatkan  Cook 
on  April  5. 

Tkat  support,  along  witk  prayers  from  people  on  tke  kome  front,  lifted  Cook  s 
spirits  as  ke  dealt  witk  tke  rigors  of  war  and  keing  away  for  tke  kirtk  of  kis  first  ckild. 
But  prayer  not  only  lifted  kim,  ke  said.  He  s  seen  wkat  prayer  can  do  first-kand  as  ke 
kas  krougkt  more  tkan  100  soldiers  to  Ckrist  and  tken  kaptized  tkem. 

"I  kave  noticed  tkat  my  prayers  are  more  effectual,  due  to  tkis  prayer  kase  and 
okedience  to  God  in  evangelism,  "  Cook  said.  "God  kas  taugkt  me  a  lesson  in 
okedience. 

Capt.  Cook  said  ke  kas  found  great  support  among  tke  ckain  of  command  for  kis 
evangelism.  His  kattalion  commander  kas  given  kim  full  support,  realizing  tkat 
spirituality  can  provide  relief  for  tke  troops  in  difficult  times. 

"For  God  s  favor  to  ke  upon  us,  I  mvist  stay  faitkfid  and  true  to  my  call.  Cook  said. 
Tk  ere  are  antagonists  wko  seek  to  tkwart  tke  spread  of  tke  Gospel,  kut  God  konors  kis 
amkassadors  as  we  are  faitkful." 

Cook  doesn  t  see  muck  of  a  difference  ketween  soldiers  wko  want  to  receive  Ckrist 
as  tkeir  Lord  and  Savior  and  people  kack  kome  at  First  Assemkly  of  God  ckurck.  He 
sees  every  person,  regardless  of  tkeir  jok,  kaving  tke  same  spiritual  need  for  Jesus  to  ke 
tke  Lord  of  tkeir  life.  Soldiers  and  tke  everyday  man  sometimes  feel  like  "d  ead  men 
and  need  to  ke  lifted  ky  tke  Holy  Spirit,  Cook  said. 

However,  soldiers  kave  tke  added  kurden  of  day-to-day  pressures  of  tke  military  life 
kotk  kome  and  akroad.  It  includes  tke  cold,  kard  fact  tkat  tkey  may  not  return  kome. 

"Comkat  makes  everyone  kere  realize  tkeir  mcirtality  and  tke  need  to  get  spiritually 
rigkt  witk  God,'  Cook  said.  "I  reack  out  to  my  men  and  meet  tkem  wkere  tkey  are 
and  skare  tke  love  o  f  Ckrist  witk  tk  em.  I  present  tke  Gospel  to  tkem  up  front  as  tke 
only  answer  to  man's  proklems.  Tkey  appreciate  tkis  konesty  as  God's  Spirit  testifies 
to  tkeir  keart. 

"Tke  soldiers  want  to  kear  tke  trutk  and  it  is  my  responsiki  lity  to  present  it  to  tnem. 
I  care  for  eack  of  my  men  and  pray  for  God's  protection  and  grace  to  ke  upon  tkem.  I 
will  ke  tkere  for  tkem  every  step  along  tke  way,  from  tke  front  lines  in  our  kattlc 
positions,  to  jumping  into  comkat,  to  returning  kack  kome.  I  live  wkere  tkey  live  and 
suffer  as  tkey  suffer. 

"It  is  an  incarnational  ministry.  " 
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Theol  ogy  professor  Biblic  ally  defies 
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In  recent  years  conflicts  over  musical  styles  — 
commonly  called  "worskip  wars   —  liave  left 
many  cliurckes  crippled  socially  and 
evangelistically. 

Tkat  pkenomenon  kas  not  escape  dtke  notice 
of  David  Nelson,  professor  of  tkeology  at 
Soutkeastern.  He  kas  contrikuted  a  ckapter  to  a 
recently  puklisked  kook  tkat  is  designed  to  kelp 
pastors  and  ckurck  memkers  tkink  Biklically 
akout  tke  use  of  music  in  worskip. 

Nelson  wrote  "Voicing  God  s  Praise,  a 
ckapter  dealing  witk  tke  use  of  music  in  worskip 
in  a  kook  from  Kregel  Puklications  entitled 
Authentic  Worship,  edited  ky  New  Testament 
sckolar  Herkert  Bateman. 

Tke  sukject  is  one  witk  wkick  Nelson  is 
keenly  aware.  As  well  as  keing  a  tkeologian  and 
a  pastor,  Nelson  kas  kackelor  s  and  master's 
degrees  in  ckurck  music  and  kas  keen  a  music 
minister  in  ckurckes. 

Nelson  writes  tkat  tke  issues  tkat  surround 
"worskip  wars  "  are  important  "Not  simply 
kecause  tkey  are  a  source  of  muck  controversy 
kut  kecause  worskip  is  a  matter  of  suck 
importance. 

Nelson  also  teackes  fut  ure  pastors  and  ckurck 
leaders  akout  tkese  issues  in  kis  popular  class, 
"Tke  Ministry  of  Worskip. 

Nelson  advises  pastors  cau  gkt  up  in  "worskip 
wars  "  —  or  pastors  wko  fear  tkose  conflicts  —  to 
spend  time  focusing  on  tke  more  important 
issues  underlying  tke  conflict. 

"Take  some  time  by  snowing  them  w  kat  tke 
issue  IS  in  tke  S  criptures,  "  Nelson  said.  "Tke 
only  way  to  understand  wkat  is  foundational  is 
to  go  kack  to  Scripture  and  let  Scripture  judge 
wkat  is  important. 

Despite  tke  fact  tkat  most  strife  akout  ckurck 
music  is  over  style,  style  is  not  tke  key  issue  in 
Scripture,  Nelson  said. 
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Tke  fundamental  issue,  Ke  writes  in  tlic  tool?,  is  tkat  Cnristians 
understand  "tke  primacy  of  tke  glory  of  tke  triune  God  and  tke  unity  of  tke 
Holv  Spirit  manifested  in  tke  clun-ck. 

Tkis  teacking  cannot  ke  accomplisked  in  tke  space  of  one  Sunday  sermon, 
ke  cautioned;  it  often  takes  repetitive  training  from  tke  Scriptures  for  many 
ckurck  memkers  to  understand  tke  issues  invt)lved. 

"Music  is  a  very  personal  iking,    Nelson  said.  "Many  people  are  not  ready 
to  ckange  tkeir  tkinking. 

Anotker  failing  of  some  ckurckes  tkat  do  ckange  tkeir  worskip  style,  is  tkat 
tkey  do  it  for  tke  wrong  reasons.  Just  kecause  sometking  is  new  and  sounds 
exciting  does  not  mean  it  is  automatically  tke  kest  tking,  Nelson  said. 

In  kis  mind,  tkeology  must  come  kefore  metkodology.  He  writes,  "Tke 
failure  to  recognize  tkis  axiom  is  at  tke  root  of  muck  of  tke  contemporary 
struggle  related  to  autkenticity  in  worskip." 

ckurckes  tkat  do  not  keed  tkis  warning  end  up  finding  tkemselyes 
outdated.  Nelson  said,  wken  tke  "kot    new  worskip  style  tkey  kave  adopted 
and  fougkt  over  is  not  longer  as  trendy  as  it  once  was. 

On  tke  flip  side  are  tkose  ckurckes  tkat  refuse  all  ckange,  even  wken  tkat 
ckange  migkt  ke  Biklical  and  allow  tkem  to  reack  more  lost  people  in  tkeir 
community. 

Nelsiin  said  tkat  in  tke  Free  Ckurck  tradition,  ckange  is  not  a  question  of 
"wken?"  kut  "wky?"  Ckanges  in  worskip  style  skould  ke  motivated  ky  a  desire 
to  enkance  tke  glory  of  God,  sometimes  ky  adopting  a  style  tkat  is  more 
suited  to  tkose  visiting  tke  ckurck. 

"A  maturing  congregation  is  less  often  asking  tke  question,  'Wkat  can  we 
do  to  please  us?  and  more  often  asking,  Wkat  can  we  do  io  reack  otkers?  " 
ke  said. 

Nelson  ends  kis  ckapter  ky  giving  some  tips  to  tke  pastor  wko  is  feeling  led 
ky  God  to  initiate  a  ckange  in  musical  style  in  kis  ckurck.  He  koiled  tkose 
tips  d  own  to  three  main  categories. 

First,  a  pastor  must  focus  on  developing  an  attitude  of  servantkood  and 
selflessness  among  kis  people.  Tkis  principle  applies  far  keyond  musical 
preference.  Nelson  said.  Ckurckgoers  wko  are  looking  out  for  eack  otker  s 
needs,  ratker  tkan  selfiskly  seeking  to  gratify  tkemselves,  will  ke  more  flexikle 
akout  ckange  wken  it  comes. 

becond,  Nelson  suggested  diffusing  tke  style  issue  ky  teacking  tke 
fundamental  doctrines  of  worskip  kefore  even  kroacking  tke  sukject  of  music. 
Wken  a  congregation  unders  tands  tkat  worskip  entails  far  more  tkan  singing, 
tkey  will  ke  less  likely  to  figkt  kattles  over  tke  issue. 

Tkird,  Nelson  advises  pastors  to  tkorougkly  explain  tke  process  and 
reasons  for  ckange  to  tke  congregation.  Do  not  deliver  it  to  tkem  like  an 
edict,  kut  ratker  give  details  akout  tke  process  and  tke  Biklical  justification 
for  it. 

Nelson  said  tkat  following  some  of  tkese  simple  guidelines,  wkile  staying 
focused  on  tke  autkority  of  Scripture  for  all  practice  and  tke  glory  of  God  in 
worskip,  will  kelp  clnu'ckes  avoid  "worskip  wars. 

Over  a  period  of  time,  ke  added,  "most  people  will  accept  tkese  ckanges, 
even  if  tkey  don't  particularly  like  tkem.  "

"It's  not  a  tkreatening  environment.  W.' 
pray  for  our  kusliands.  W?  kear  tke  salvation 
message  and  tke  Word  of  God.  Tke  mam 
empkasis  is  seeking  God  as  a  refuge.  We  stand 
ky  it.  Tke  format  kas  very  muck  a  ckuixk 
service  feel.  We  do  an  opening  prayer,  we  talk 
on  scripture,  do  some  singing.  I  do  devotion 
wkick  is  akout  10  to  15  minutes  long.  We  pray 
for  tke  President  as  commander-in-ckief  to 
tke  military  personnel.  Eack  wife  stands  and 
represents  ker  kuskand  and  we  pray  for  eacn 
company. 

Capt.  Cook  said  tke  prayers  fnim  kome 
kave  greatly  increased  tke  effectiveness  of  kis 
prayers  wkile  serving  overseas. 

"I  kave  noticed  a  positive  answer  to  my 
pi^ayers  in  very  tangikle  ways,    Capt.  Cook 
said  from  tke  Middle  East.  "My  wife  kas  a 
great  prayer  kase  kack  kome.  God  is  moving 
and  many  of  tkese  ladies  are  coming  to  a 
saving  knowledge  in  Jesus  Ckrist.  We  are 
kaving  a  revival  kotli  kere  on  our  comkat 
deployment  and  witk  our  wives  kack  kome. 
W;  kave  kad  amazing  answers  to  prayer  as  I 
kave  kad  nearly  100  professions  of  faitk  and 
keen  akle  to  kaptize  tkese  men. 

Jennifer  realizes  tkat  tke  Armv  wives  look 
to  ker  for  spiritual  support  kecause  ske  s  a 
ckaplain's  wife.  Tke  kuilt-in  expectations  are 
tkere  on  a  daily  kasis.  bke  said  ske  struggled 
witk  tke  responsikilities,  kut  ker  faitk  kas  led 
ker  down  tke  patk  tke  Lord  wants  ker  to  take. 

"As  a  ckaplain  s  wife,  people  ask,  'Wky 
don  t  you  do  sometking^  Wkat  are  you  going 
to  do?   Some  kave  tke  calling  and  some  don  t. 
I  kaven't  felt  forced  to  do  sometking.  Wke  n 
we  got  kere  last  July  and  prayed,  tke  Lord  said 
to  me  tkat  it  wasn  t  time  for  me  yet.

"Tkere  will  ke  no  International 
Mission  Board  or  Nortk  American 
Mi  ssion  Board,  tkere  will  ke  no 
missionary  outreack  in  tkis  country 
or  to  tke  ends  of  eartk  unless  tke 
seminaries  are  alive  and  well  kecause 
we  kave  to  properly  equip  tke 


missionaries,"  said  Mrs.  Patterson 
from  ker  kome  at  Magnolia  II ill. 

Successful  glokal  missions,  to 
Mrs.  Patterson,  means  working  as  a 
collective  team  on  tke  part  of  tke 
International  Mission  Board,  tke 
Nortk  A  merican  Mission  Board  and 
tke  Soutkern  Baptist  Seminaries. 

And  tkis  collakorative  effort 
kegins  witk  prayer. 

Mrs.  Patterson  advocates  kaving 
ckurckes  specifically  pray  for  tke 
seminaries  as  tkey  prepare  tke 
missionaries. 

"We  must  know  from  tke  field 
tkat  our  graduates  are  doing  wkat 
tke  sending  agencies  need  tkem  to 
do.  But  we  must  also,  from  tke  pew,

live  it. 

"I  see  kuskands  wko  provide  servant  leaderskip  for  tkeir 
kousekolds  wkile  protecting,  supporting  tkeir  families  even  in 
tke  most  difficult  situations  and  yet  I  see  wives  wko  are 
committed  helpers.  Tko  se  wives  were  given  primary 
responsikilities  of  keeping  tkeir  komes  and  rearing  tkeir 
ckildren.  However,  tkey  were  also  very  involved  in  ministry,  ske 
said. 

Tkrougk  tke  Soutkeastern  students,  Mrs.  Patterson  also  said 
ske  sees  multiplication  evangelism. 

"I  kad  tke  privilege  in  seeing;  wkat  amounted  to  five 
generations  of  kelievers  just  witkin  weeks  wkere  our  student 
won  one  and  tkat  person  won  one  and  tkat  person  won  one, 
tken  tkat  person  won  one,    Mrs.  Patterson  explained. 

"To  actually  see  tkat  and  liear  tke  testimonies  of  tke  new 
kelievers  is  a  very  moving  tiling.  '

Witli  a  sclieJule  tliat  d  emancls  30 
liours  a  week  of  language  scliool,  15 
liours  a  week  making  friends  witk 
local  unkelievers  and  countless  kours 
of  keeping  up  witk  tkeir  ckildren  in  a 
foreign  country,  Soutkeastern 
Seminary  student  wives  living 
overseas  prioritize  tkeir  time  in  order 
to  kalance  tkeir  tremendous 
responsikilities. 

Candie  Lewis*,  motker  of  two 
young  ckildren,  serves  alongside  ker 
kuskand  in  Central  Asia.  Ske  said 
wives  and  motkers  wkerever  tkey  are 
posted  need  io  rememker  tkat  tkeir 
main  priority  is  to  konor  God  as  a 
wife  and  motker  and  kring  glory  to 
Uod  wilkin  tkeir  own  kome. 

"Every  wife  kas  to  figure  out  ker 
priorities,  Lewis  said.  "It  is  easy  to 
put  all  your  energy  into  language 


studies  and  working  outside  your 
kome.  Llowever,  mv  first  priority  is 
keing  a  wife  and  motker.  Figure  out 
wkat  your  priorities  ai'e  and  ke  willing 
to  stand  up  for  tkem, 

Natalie  Crane  serves  witk  ker 
kuskand  in  Lentral  y\sia  and  kas  twin 
toddl  ers  to  keep  up  witk. 

Since  keing  on  tke  field,  it's 
difficult  to  kalance  tke  required 
language  studies  wkile  raising  twins 
at  tke  same  time,  Lrane  said,  bne 
decided  to  make  adjustments  in  ker 
kusv  sckedvde. 

"I  didn  t  want  mv  ckildren  to 
prefer  going  kome  witk  tkeir  nanny 
instead  of  me  every  nigkt  kecause  ske 
sees  tkem  more,  so  I  decided  to  take 
fewer  language  classes,    ske  said. 

Wives  living  and  ministering 
overseas  find  tkat  even  everyday  tasks 


like  grocery  skopping  take  more  work 
tkan  tkey  are  used  to  in  America. 
Women  must  skop  in  an  open-air 
market  and  roam  stcii"e  to  store  for 
eack  item  on  tkeir  grocery  kst.  An 
average  skopping  trip  means  stopping 
at  15  to  20  small  skops.  Skopping 
carts,  clean  grocery  stores  and  kelpfrd 
cooking  aides  are  simply  not  availakle 
to  most  women. 

"Tkere  is  no  suck  tking  as  an 
American  grocery  store,    Lewis  said. 

Crane  said  ker  skopping 
experiences  are  more  like  "kunting 
and  gatkering. 

"Tkere  is  always  a  mass  of  people 
m  the  mar  ket,  and  it  is  impossikle  to 
roll  a  doukle  stroller  down  tke 
market,    ske  said. 

Lewis  agreed. 

"I  can  karely  carry  my  skopping 
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Lags  wlien  1  am  slmpping,  iiiucli  less  my 
two  toddlers,    slie  said. 

Most  wives  must  sliop  five  days  a  weel? 
because  evei"\d;king  tliev  Luv  is  fresli. 

"Wkere  we  live,  tliere  is  no  sucli  tiling 
as  a  (jiiicL  meal,    Crane  saitl.  "Everytliing 
must  lie  made  from  scratck.  We  don  t  just 
open  a  jar  of  spaglietti  sauce.   Tkere  s  no 
Pre  go  kere. 

Between  raising  toddlers  in  a  foreign 
country,  4-to-8  kours  of  language  study 
every  nigkt,  and  tke  necessity  to  make 
meals  from  scratck,  tke  average  motker 
finds  kerself  leaning  on  God  to  give  ker 
tke  energy  to  do  it  all  again  tke  next  day. 
Crane  and  Lewis  agreed  tkat  tkey  love 
kaving  tkeir  ckild  ren  witk  tkem  wkile 
serving;  overseas  witk  tkeir  kuskands. 


"1  kev  are  certainly  a  kridge  lo  getting 
to  know  tke  people.    Crane  said.  "I 
wouldn  t  know  tke  people  I  know  katl  it  not 
keen  for  my  kakies.  Tkev  like  to  tell  vou 
akout  tkeir  kakv  customs,  and  tkev  relate 
to  us  like  a  normal  lamik'.  We  kecome 
more  approackakle  and  less  intimidating 
kecause  we  kave  kaliies.  ' 

Norak  I  lopknis,  wko  serves  witk  ker 
kuskand  in  Soutkeast  Asia,  kad  ker  first 
ckdd  wkile  serving  on  tke  field  almost  eigkt 
montks  ago. 

1  laving  ker  kakv  kov  was  no  easy 
venture,  kut  kis  kirtk  kelped  kulld  a  liridge 
to  ker  people  group,  Hopkins  saitl. 

"Tkey  love  to  say  tkat  ke  is  tkeir  kaky,  ' 
Hopkins  said.  "  Tkey  say  ke  will  learn  to 
speak  tkeir  lan^ua^Ie.  Hiev  jusl  love  il. 


"It  is  sweet  to  see  kow  tke  older  ladies 
want  to  teack  you  tke  rigkt  way  to  care  for 
yoiu"  kaliy.  All  tke  nationals  seem  to  want 
to  tell  vou  kow  to  raise  a  kakv  tkeir  way. 
Lewis  said  ske  trusts  God  to  ^Ive  ker  tke 
strengtk  to  take  ike  next  step  on  tke 
mission  journey. 

It  is  a  journey  ske  and  women  jusl  like 
ker  across  tke  gloke  would  never  trade  for 
an\'tking.

considering  tke  need  for  peace  in  tke  Middle  East. 

Tkat  peace  will  come  only  witli  tke  reign  of  Jesus  Ckrist,  said  Patterson,  tke  president 
of  boutkeastern  beminary. 

At  an  early  age,  Patterson  became  intimately  aware  of  tke  detrimental  impact  tke 
Middle  Eastern  crisis  kad  on  its  citizens.  Wken  ke  visited  Jerusalem  almost  40  years  ago 
witk  kis  family,  a  komeless  Palestinian  koy  named  Mokammed  followed  tkem  and  won 
over  tkeir  kearts.  Tkey  krougkt  tke  14-year-old  Mokammed  kome  to  Texas  and  ke  ckose 
to  ckange  kis  name  to  "David. 

David,  wkom  Patterson  said  ke  is  "as  close  to  as  if  ke  was  a  natm-al  krotker,"  is  now  a 
successfid  kusinessman  and  living  witk  kis  family  in  Amman,  Jordan. 

Tkrougk  tke  years,  David  kas  prompted  kis  American  Bikle-preacking  krotker  to  seek 
out  ways  to  kelp  tke  peace  process.  As  a  result,  Patterson  kas  keen  akle  to  speak  witk 
key  Middle  Eastern  diplomatic  leaders. 

"I  kave  keen  akle  to  visit  witk  four  different  Prime  Ministers  of  Israel,  witk  Ckairman 
(\asser)  Arafat  of  tke  Palestinian  Likeration  Organization,  President  (Nursultan) 
Nazarvaev  of  Kazakkstan,  and  former  President  (Akckn-rakman)  ^'Rikid  of  Indonesia," 
Patter  son  said. 

Tkixiugk  tkese  political  contacts,  Patterson  said  ke  is  Letter  akle  to  understand  and 
appreciate  tke  perspective  of  eack  group. 

"I  kave  keen  akle  to  talk  witk  tkem  openly  akout  tke  great  advantages  afforded  to  a 
society  ky  aksolute  religious  likerty,    Patterson  said. 

But  eack  visit  witk  tke  various  political  leaders  posed  a  dilemma  tkat  Patter  son 
kelieves  every  follower  of  Ckrist  faces  wken  ministering  to  people  of  different  faitks. 

"Tke  dilemma  is  tkat  of  maintaining  aksolute  trutkfulness  on  one  kand  and  on  tke 
otker  kand  respecting  tke  dignity  of  tko  se  wko  kave  views  otker  tkan  our  own, 
Patterson  said.  "In  tkis  regard,  Paul's  famous  sermon  to  tke  intellectuals  on  Mars  Hill  is 
an  example  of  tke  way  to  proceed. 

Paul  was  a  student  of  tke  culture,  Patterson  said,  and  understood  tke  keliefs  of  tkose 
among  wkom  ke  lakored.  "He  found  tkat  kridge  witkin  tkeir  faitk  wkick  would  enakle 
kim  to  pi'esent  tke  claims  of  Jesus  Ckrist,  '  Patterson  added. 

Patterson  used  Paul's  approack  wken  ke  spoke  to  tke  leaders. 

"I  never  found  any  of  tkese  leaders  wko  were  offended  ky  tkis  approack,    ke  said. 

During  a  private  interview  witk  Arafat,  wkick  was  prompted  ky  David  in  Bagkdad 
almost  a  decade  ago,  Patterson  offered  a  remedy  to  tke  Middle  Eastern  conflict:  Peace 
tkrougk  Jesus  Ckrist. 

"I  kegan  ky  asking  kim  lArafat]  if  1  le  keld  out  anv  kope  for  peace  in  tke  Middle 
East,  "  Patterson  said.  "He  replied  tkat  'one  must  always  kope.'  I  told  kim  tkat  I  wanted 
to  read  kim  some  good  news  from  an  eigktk  centm-y  B.C.  Jewisk  propket  named 
Isaiak. 

Arafat's  full  attention  was  upon  Patterson  wken  ke  read  from  Isaiak  19:23-24. 
"Tke  propkecy  in  wkick  Isaiak  speaks  is  tkat  tkere  is  a  day  coming  tkat  tkere  will  ke  a 
'kigkway'  tkat  will  run  from  Egypt  to  Assyria,    Patterson  said. 


"Isaiali  savs  on  tliat  clav,  tlie  Loril  will 
say,  'Blessed  tie  Egypt  My  people, 
Assyria,  tke  work  of  My  kands,  and 
Israel,  Mv  inkeritance. 

"1  explained  to  Ckairman  Arafat,  as  I 
kave  also  to  Israeli  prime  ministers,  tkat 
tkat  dav  could  only  come  wken  Cknst 
ruled  and  reigned  on  tke  eartk.  BuL  tko 
same  principle  also  applies  to  kringing 
peace  to  tke  keart.  " 

Balancing  love  for  two  opposing 
factions  is  imperative  to  Patterson,  wko 
said  ke  recognizes  tke  "necessity  of  tke 


Jew  learning  to  love  tke  Arak  and  tke 
Ai-ak  I  earning  to  love  the  Jew  ana  the 
mane  late  tkat  I  1  ove  all. 

In  tl  le  earlv  1970s,  Patt  erson  was  able 
to  meet  witk  tken-Israeli  Prime 
Minister  Menackem  Begin  in  Jerusalem 
to  discuss  peace  initiatives. 

Altkougk  I  applaud  diplomatic 
efforts  at  various  peace  initiatives,  1 
kave  every  reason  to  kelieve  tkose  will 
never  ke  entirely  successful,  Patterson 
said  regarding  tke  current  Middle 
Eastern  crisis. 


"Consequently,  it  is  important  to  me 
tkat  common  people  estaklisk 
permanent  friendskips  and  contacts 
among  tke  various  people  groups  in  tke 
Middle  East.  It  is  apparent  to  me  tliat 
only  in  tke  process  of  meeting  needs 
wkerever  we  find  tkem,  and  in 
demonstrating  tke  love  of  Ckrist,  is 
tkere  any  real  kope  to  work  toward 
lasting  peace." 


Southeastern  Student  Family 
Determined  to  Reach  Muslims 
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Despite  tke  dangers  of 
working  in  a  restricted  access 
country,  Soutkeastern  two- 
plus-two  students  Kate  and 
Bill  Garrett*  said  tkey  are 
wi  lling  to  take  tke  risk  in 
order  to  sprea  dtke  Uospel 
among  Muslims. 

Bill  Garrett  said,  "Tke 
tkreat  of  war  kas  not 
ckanged  our  resolve  to  ke 
kere  and  serve  tkese  people. 
Tkeir  salvation  is  more 
important  to  me  tkan  any

Last  Novemker,  tke 
Garretts  invited  tkree  Muslim 
families  to  join  tkem  in  a 
traditional  Ckristian 
Tkanksgiving  dinner.  Bill 
Garrett  read  Psalm  100,  and 
tken  asked  one  of  tke  Muslim 
men  to  translate  tke  Psalm 
into  kis  keart  language  for  tke 
wkole  group  to  understand. 

"As  I  saw  my  Muslim  friend 
translating  Psalm  100  during 
our  Tkanksgiving  dinner,  all  I 


Tke  Garretts,  along  witk  tkeir  two  ckildren,  ages  13  and  7, 
are  in  tkeir  seventk  montk  as  Soutkeastern  two-plus-two 
students  in  a  countrv  in  tke  liu'kident  Middle  East.  However, 
tke  war  witk  Iraq  kas  not  dampened  tkeir  resolve  to  skare  tke 
love  of  ckrist  in  tke  Middle  East. 

Tke  Garretts  call  tkeir  Middle  Eastern  village  of  200,000 
"kome,    and  plan  on  investing  every  moment  of  tkeir  two-year 
stint  in  tke  lives  of  tke  villagers. 

"God  kas  skown  kimself  comp  letely  faitkful,"  Kate  Garrett 
said.  "God  kas  opened  so  many  dooi^s  for  us  to  minister  to 
people.    Sometimes  tkere  is  more  tkan  one  door  open  at  a 
time. 

Tke  Garretts  are  tke  onlv  ^Xtsterners  living  among  tke 
Mu  slims,  yet  tke  villagers  refer  to  tkem  as  "family." 

"Tke  leaders  o  ftke  village  say  tkat  tkey  see  tke  love  we  kave 
for  one  anotker  and  tkey  say  tkey  love  us,  too,"  Bill  Garrett 
said.  "Tkey  tell  us  all  tke  time  tkat  'our  kome  is  your  kome.  " 


could  do  was  envision  my 
friend  leading  an  autkentic 
outreack  movement  for  peace  among  kis  people,"  Bill  Garrett 
said  witk  tears  flowing  down  kis  ckeeks.  "Tkis  is  exactly  wkat 
we  want  to  see  kappeii.' 

At  tke  end  of  tke  Tkanksgiving  dinner,  tke  Garrett's  13- 
year-old  daugkter  passed  out  kandmade  paper  leaves  for  tke 
guests  to  write  sometking  for  wkick  tkev  were  tkankful  for  in 
tkeir  own  language. 

"Eack  of  our  guests  wrote  tke  same  tking:  'We  are  tkankful 
tkat  you  kave  come  to  join  our  village,  "  Kate  Garrett  said. 

Tke  Garrett  family  kelieves  God  strategically  appointed 
tkem  to  tkis  region  during  tkis  time  of  crisis. 

"Tke  doors  kave  keen  open  to  spread  tke  Gospel,  Bill 
Garrett  said.  "Now  we  just  kave  to  ke  okedient  and  follow  tke 
direction  of  tke  IT)lv  Spirit.

Life  in  tlic  MiJJIc  East  means  engaging  tlie  niarLciplacc  regularlg,  Jcspitc  flic  Jangcrs 


Tkey  are  going  out  into  a  kostile  world. 
Four  boutkern  Baptists  working  overseas 
kave  keen  killed  in  tke  past  year,  tkree  ky 
a  gunman  and  one  ky  a  komking.  Tke 
recent  war  in  Iraq  and  rising  antagonism 
toward  America  in  Muslim-dominated 
countries  kave  only  served  to  make  tke 
global  situation  more  uns  takle. 

Wkile  some  students  kave  not  seen 
tensions  rise,  tkere  are  many  wko  kave 
keen  quietly  or  t)yertlv  tkreatened,  eitker 
kecause  tkey  are  Americans  or  Ckr.  stians. 

Jerry  Rankin,  pi^esident  of  tke 
Internationa  1  M  ission  Boa  rd,  was  on 
Soutkeastern's  campus  tkis  past  semester 
for  tke  semniary  's  Glokal  Missions  Week. 
Rankin  said  tke  morale  of  Soutkern 
Baptist  missionaries  overall  seems  to  ke 


positive. 

"Wkile  tkere  IS  some 
concerns  and  anxiety 
among  missionaries  in 
more  sensitive  areas  of 
assignment,  morale 
continues  to  ke  quite 
kigk,    Rankin  said. 
"Our  missionaries  kave 
an  awesome  sense  of 
God  s  providence  and 
feel  He  is  in  ultimate 
control,  using  all  tkings 
to  accomplisk  His 
purpose  of  keing  made 
known  and  exalted 
among  tke  nations.  ' 
Tkat  sentiment  is  clear 
among  Soutkeastern  students  already  on 
tke  field,  many  of  wkom  work  among 
Muslim  people  groups. 

One  student,  Tom,  said  it  s  never  keen 
kis  desires  or  kis  will  tkat  kas  kept  kim 
going. 

"From  tke  keginning,  tke  task  I  am 
facing  kas  keen  kumanly  impossikle  and 
it  will  continue  to  ke,    ke  said.  "In  tkis 
I'espect,  tke  ciu'rent  world  situation  kas 
not  drastically  ckanged  tke  ckallenge  we 
face.  My  daily  walk  witk  tke  Lord  keeps 
me  going,  as  well  as  love  for  tke  people 
kere  and  tke  encouragement  I  get  every 
time  I  plant  a  gospel  seed  or  kear  akout 
kow  God  is  working  in  some  way  in  tkis 
country. 

Anotker  stuilenl,  Jill,  was  recently 
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facc'J  witli  llie  decision  wliellier  or  not 
to  go  taclc  to  tlie  field.  Slie  liad  to 
return  to  tke  United  States  for  a  family 
crisis,  and  many  people  urged  lier  not  to 
return  to  tke  field. 

'Tliat  was  not  even  a  clioice  tliat  I 
could  consider,  "  slie  said.  "I  liave  a 
peace  akout  wkere  I  am,  knowing  tkat 
tkis  is  wkere  I  am  supposed  to  ke.    I  do 
not  always  know  wkat  it  is  I  am 
supposed  to  ke  doing  kere,  kut  slowly  I 
am  seeing  glimpses. 

Sometimes  tke 
reason  seems  to  ke  so 
tkat  He  can  do  a  work 
on  me,  and  tkere  are 
plenty  of  areas  tkat 
still  need  His  kand  to 
smootk  out  tke  rougk 
edges.    Otker  times  it 
is  so  tkat  someone  can 
read  for  tkemselves 
w  kat  He  kas  to  sav  to 
tkem.    Otk  er  times  it 
is  so  tkat  women  can 
near  stoi^ies  tkat  tkey 
kave  only  keard  tke 
names  of  tke 
ckaracters  kut  not  tke 
details,    beeas  nave 
keen  sown,  tke  f  rviit  is 
ripening,  and  some 
kave  keen  karvested. 

For  some,  rising  tensions  and  danger 
kave  only  served  to  increase  tkeir  desire 
to  reack  a  lost  world. 

"Tke  current  situations  in  tke  world 
just  |ioint  to  tke  great  need  for  tke 
world  to  know  (Ckrist),  and  for  tke 
kelievers  to  kave  a  greater  passion  for 
skaring  tke  saving  message,"  said  Linda 
"I  am  drawn  closer  to  Him,  and  made 
more  aware  of  kow  greatlv  I  need  to 
trust  in  Him  and  depend  on  Him. 

Tkere  are  dangers  keyond  war,  even. 
Tke  recent  outkreak  of  SARl^  kas 
tkreatened  missionaries  and  tke  people 
tkey  serve,  particularly  in  East  Asia. 

Doug  and  Sueann  feel  tkeir  only 
responsikility  is  to  trust  God  and 


continue  to  ke  a  witness  for  Him. 

"We  must  go  kack  to  tke  fact  tkat  we 
are  kere  at  tke  conmianil  of  our 
keavenly  Fatker,    tkey  saic  1.  "We  trust 
and  He  does  provide  safety  from  any 
dangers  tkere  may  ke.  As  well,  skould 
He  decide  it  is  time  to  come  and  see 
kim,  well  tken  it  is  us  wko  are  tke 
kenefactors,  isn  t  it?

Rokert  and  Lucinda,  wko  will  ke 
going  io  East  Africa,  eckoed  tkat 
sentiment. 

"As  Ckristians  we  know  tkat  tke  kest 
place  to  ke  is  wkere  God  kas  called  us, 
Rokert  said.  "Tke  kest  tking  we  can  do

Mission  l^oard  is  in  conmiunicalion 
witk  tke  field  leaderskip.  All  personnel 
kave  keen  kriefed  on  crisis 
contingencies. 

"Tkey  are  aware  tkat  we  give  a  kigk 
priority  to  tkeir  safety  and  security,"  ke 
said.  "Most  of  tkem  are  concerned  tkat 
tkev  not  ke  asked  to  evacuate  (wkicli  is 
normally  a  local  decision)  kecause  tkey 
realize  it  is  in  times  of  crisis 
and  suff  enng  tkat  people 
are  most  open  to  a  spiritual 
witness  and  ministry. 

"Tkey  are  wkere  tkey  are 
kecause  of  a  love  for  tke 
people  among  wkom  tkey 
serve,  a  compelling  love  tkat 
kas  keen  placed  in  tkeir 
kearts  ky  God  kecause  Jesus 
love  dtke  people  and  gave 
His  life  for  tkem. 

"We  kave  always  kad 
people  serving  in  places  of 
danger,  and  many  kave  a 
strong  conviction  of  a  call 
to  Muslim  people  groups  so 
tkey  are  not  deterred  kv 
keigktened  tkreats  or  tke 
risk  involved  in  fulfill  mg 
tkeir  calling,  Rankin 
continued.    In  tne  artermatn  of  tke 
missionaries  tkat  1  lave  lost  tk  eir  lives, 
manv  kave  said  if  God  skould  ckoose  to 
plant  tke  ckurck  tkrougk  tkeir  kkn)d, 
tkat  tkey  would  willingly  give  tkeir  lives 
for  tkat  to  happen.

New  Book  Honors 
SBC  Presidents

A  new  tool?  Ly  two  Soutkern  Baptist  tkeologians  examines  tke 
passion  and  legacy  of  tke  52  presidents  of  tke  Soutkern  Baptist 
Lonvention. 

A.  Sacred  Trust  was  written  ky  Emir  and  Ergun  Caner  "to  konor 
tkose  wko  kave  led  our  convention  for  tke  past  158  years,"  Emir 
Caner  said.  He  is  an  assistant  professor  of  ckurck  kistory  at 
boutkeastern,  wkile  kis  krotker  Ergun  Caner  is  a  professor  of 
tkeology  and  ckurck  kistory  at  Criswell  College. 

Tke  kook  contains  ckaracter  sketckes  and  kiograpkical  profiles 
of  eack  of  tke  Soutkern  Baptist  Convention's  presidents.  It  is  tke 
first  kook  in  a  generation  to  examine  tkese  men,  and  tke  first 
book  ever  to  konor  tke  contributions  of  tkose  presidents  wko  led 
under  tke  "conservative  resurgence  "  since  1978. 

Emir  Caner  said  tkat  tke  researck  necessary  to  complete  tke 
kook  was  laborious,  kut  it  was  wortk  it  to  pay  komage  "to  tke  men 
wko  kave  assumed  tke  position  of  president  witk  no  pay  or  power 
but  wko  were  willing  to  kecome  tke  puklic  face  of  tke  convention." 

Tke  kook  goes  keyond  mere  kist  orica  1  fact,  ke  said,  and 
captures  tke  successes  and  difficulties  tkat  skaped  tke  lives  of 
tkese  great  men,  and  fueled  tkeir  passion  for  tke  people  and  tke 
Ward  of  God. 

"Someone  needed  to  konor  tkose  to  wkom  konor  is  due,"  Emir 
Caner  said. 
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
